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ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE 

BOARD  OF  VISITORS  OF  THE  PITTSBURGH  INFIRMARY, 

FOR  THE  YEAR  1850. 

By  the  act  of  Assembly  incorporating  the  Pittsburgh  Infirmary,  the  under¬ 
signed  were  constituted  a  “Board  of  Visitors,”  and  charged  with  the  duty 
of  meeting  annually,  on  the  second  Monday  in  January,  “to  examine  and 
report  for  publication  the  condition  and  management  of  the  institution.” 

In  obedience  to  the  injunction  of  the  legislative  authority,  the  undersigned 
met  at  the  Infirmary  buildings  on  the  second  Monday  of  the  present  month, 
and  organized  by  the  election  of  Thos.  M.  Howe,  as  President  of  the  Board, 
and  the  appointment  of  C.  Zug,  as  Secretary. 

The  Director  of  the  Infirmary,  the  Rev.  W.  A.  Passavant,  submitted  a 
report  of  the  condition  of  the  institution,  which  was  ordered  to  be  published. 
For  this  most  interesting  chapter  upon  the  inception,  progress  and  future 
prospects  of  usefulness  of  this  infant  institution,  as  well  as  for  the  interesting 
report  of  the  attending  Physicians,  the  Board  of  Visitors  would  bespeak  the 
earnest  consideration  of  them  fellow  citizens.  A  statement  of  the  receipts 
and  expenditures  was  also  submitted,  and  having  been  carefully  examined  by 
a  Committee  of  the  Board,  and  found  to  be  correct,  was  likewise  ordered  to 
published. 

The  buildings  and  all  the  departments  and  wards  thereof  were  thoroughly 
inspected  by  the  several  members  of  the  Board,  and  found  to  be  in  excellent 
condition.  The  cleanliness,  order  and  decorum  which  pervaded  the  entire 
establishment,  and  the  administration  of  its  affairs,  was  equally  a  matter  of 
surprise  and  gratulation.  From  the  untiring  zeal  of  the  worthy  Director,  we 
had  been  led  to  expect  much,  but  oar  expectations  were  more  than  realized. 
Instead  of  a  hospital  where  medicines  were  doled  out  and  the  common  dictates 
of  humanity  heeded  as  a  matter  of  duty,  we  found  an  asylum  for  the  sick  and 
disabled,  and  a  home  for  the  invalid  stranger,  where  the  kindest  sympathies  of 
our  nature  were  clustered,  as  around  the  domestic  hearth. 

The  plan  upon  which  this  institution  is  organized  and  conducted,  for  the 
details  of  which  we  refer  to  the  accompanying  report  of  the  Director,  com¬ 
mends  it  most  strongly  to  the  liberal  patronage  of  a  Christian  public.  Its 
internal  economy,  and  particularly  the  care  of  the  sick,  is  entrusted  to  females, 
previously  qualified  by  a  course  of  education  and  training  for  this  especial 
object.  Here  there  is  no  distinction  of  creed,  or  color,  or  country.  The 
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pennyless  stranger  receives  as  cordial  a  welcome,  and  his  wants  are  as  carefully 
provided  for,  as  the  possessor  of  thousands.  There  are  no  rules  which 
exclude  from  this  sanctuary  the  unfortunate  victim  of  the  most  pestilential 
disease.  Whilst  the  doors  of  other  institutions  are  closed  against  him  at  the 
time  of  his  extremest  need,  here  he  gains  ready  admittance  and  the  tenderest 
care.  In  the  self-devoted  nurses  of  this  institution,  he  finds  a  substitute  for 
mothers  and  sisters.  It  is  indeed  a  noble  charity,  and  as  such,  deserves  to 
be  most  abundantly  cherished  and  sustained. 

No  adequate  provision  of  a  permanent  character  has  yet  been  made  for  its 
support.  From  the  voluntary  offerings  of  our  benevolent  citizens  the  means 
have  hitherto  been  provided  for  defraying  its  current  expenses;  and  from  the 
same  source  has  also  been  raised  the  necessary  funds  for  meeting  the  several 
installments  as  they  have  become  due  upon  the  purchase  of  the  Infirmary 
buildings.  Other  payments  have  yet  to  be  made,  amounting  in  the  whole  to 
$3,000;  of  this  $1,000  falls  due  on  the  first  of  April  next.  The  treasury  is 
empty,  and  the  Director,  in  addition  to  his  other  self-sacrificing  efforts  to  carry 
successfully  forward  this  noble  enterprise,  is  now,  as  he  repeatedly  has  been 
before,  in  advance  of  money  from  his  own  slender  revenue,  to  buy  bread  and 
other  necessaries  for  the  dependent  inmates  of  the  institution.  A  small  sum 
contributed  annually,  at  stated  periods,  by  one  or  two  hundred  of  our  fellow 
citizens,  would  contribute  greatly  towards  relieving  the  Director  from  many 
and  perplexing  difficulties,  which  he  has  hitherto  been  compelled  to  encounter; 
and  to  this  end  a  committee  has  been  appointed,  whose  appeal  we  hope  and 
believe  will  be  most  cheerfully  responded  to. 

And  may  we  not  also  indulge  in  the  hope,  that  not  a  few  of  our  wealthy 
citizens,  who  owe  much  to  the  bounty  of  a  kind  Providence,  will  regard  this 
institution  with  especial  favor;  and  when  they  have  gained  the  common  herb 
tage  of  all,  will  have  left  behind  them  some  memorial  that  the  Pittsburgh 
Infirmary  has  not  been  forgotten.

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REPORT  OF  THE  DIRECTOR. 


By  the  Statutes  of  this  Charity,  it  is  made  the  duty  of  the  Director  “to 
present  a  report  of  the  condition  of  the  Infirmary,  to  the  Board  of  Visitors 
at  their  Annual  Meeting.  In  accordance  with  this  regulation,  I  hereby 
respectfully  lay  before  you  the  following  statement  of  the  origin  and  present 
condition  of  the  Institution. 

The  Infirmary  had  its  origin  in  the  wants  of  this  community.  The  sad 
condition  of  the  sick  stranger  and  the  suffering  poor,  in  the  absence  of  an}' 
hospital  for  their  relief,  led  the  writer,  during  his  absence  in  Europe  in  1846,  to 
avail  himself  of  the  opportunity  thus  afforded,  to  examine  some  of  the  princi¬ 
pal  hospitals  in  England  and  Prussia,  and  study  the  practical  working  of  their 
different  systems,  with  reference  to  the  establishment  of  an  Infirmary  in  our 
own  City.  Returning  home  with  a  plan  matured,  and  having  made  the 
necessary  arrangements  with  an  Institution  in  Prussia  for  competent  nurses, 
he  found  the  public  mind  much  interested  in  the  project  of  a  General  Hospital; 
and  unwilling  to  divert  attention  by  other  counsels,  regarded  it  his  duty  to 
co-operate  with  those  who  were  engaged  in  that  laudable  enterprise.  After  a 
year  had  elapsed,  and  unexpected  delays  and  difficulties  occurred  to  hinder 
the  hopes  of  its  friends  from  being  realized  for  some  time  to  come,  the  plan  of 
the  Infirmary  was  submitted  to  Thomas  Bakewell,  Esq.  President  of  the  West 
Pennsylvania  Hospital,  and  at  his  suggestion,  was  laid  before  a  special  meet¬ 
ing  of  the  Board  of  Managers,  by  whom  it  was  favorably  received,  and  an 
expression  given  that  such  an  Institution  would  not  be  regarded  in  the  light 
of  a  rival,  but  on  the  contrary,  as  an  auxiliary  in  the  same  humane  cause. 
Since  then,  the  kindest  feeling  has  existed  between  the  two  Charities — several 
gentlemen  being  members  of  both  Boards,  and  not  a  few  of  the  Managers  of 
the  former,  having  contributed  largely  to  the  Infirmary.  The  Director  takes 
this  public  method  of  acknowledging  his  thanks  to  the  gentlemen  composing 
the  Board  of  the  West  Pennsylvania  Hospital,  for  the  friendly  co-operation, 
and  valuable  assistance  which  they  have  rendered  to  this  more  humble  Institin 
tion. 

Nothing  could  be  more  insignificant  than  the  commencement  of  the  Infirm¬ 
ary.  In  the  spring  of  1848,  a  house  was  rented  in  Allegheny  for  this  purpose, 
but  in  consequence  of  many  and  unforseen  difficulties,  was  not  opened  for  the 
reception  of  patients  until  January  1849.  At  that  time,  there  was  not  a 
dollar  in  the  Treasury,  and  the  prospects  were  gloomy  in  the  extreme. 
Many  doubted  the  propriety,  and  more,  the  practicability  of  such  an  under¬ 
taking.  As  the  public  knew  nothing  of  its  existence,  at  first  no  one  applied 
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for  admission,  and  a  whole  month  elapsed  before  a  single  patient  was  admitted. 
As  it  became  known,  however,  the  number  of  sick  gradually  increased  and  a 
case  of  Ship-fever,  another  of  Erysipelas,  several  of  Consumption,  and  a  family 
of  five  motherless  children  with  the  Meazles  were  received.  In  a  short  time 
new  patients  were  admitted  almost  daily,  and  the  number  in  the  house  soon 
averaged  from  ten  to  twelve.  But  with  the  increase  of  patients,  new  diffi¬ 
culties  arose.  The  want  of  reliable  nurses  was  most  severely  felt,  and  on  one 
occasion,  in  a  case  of  Cholera,  the  principal  male  nurse  precipitately  fled  from 
the  house,  leaving  the  unhappy  sufferer  struggling  in  the  agonies  of  death ! 
Had  not  God  interposed  at  different  times  in  the  most  unexpected  manner,  the 
enterprise  would  have  been  adandoned.  Every  week  was  a  succession  of  new 
trials,  and  it  would  be  ungrateful  not  to  add,  of  new  and  singular  mercies. 
Its  daily  history  brought  to  light  so  much  to  encourage  the  faith,  and  add  to 
the  experience  of  those  who  were  engaged  in  it,  and  withal,  so  strengthened 
the  conviction  of  the  Divine  Providence  cooperating  with  their  humble  efforts 
in  the  relief  of  the  suffering,  that  doubt  gradually  gave  place  to  hope,  and 
fear  to  confidence,  in  its  ultimate  success. 

The  first  year  of  its  existence  was  a  time  of  great  pecuniary  difficulty. 
The  Institution  was  commenced  in  humble  dependence  upon  God — without 
influence,  friends  or  funds,  and  struggled  into  life  from  the  womb  of  insignifi¬ 
cance  and  poverty.  An  English  shilling  was  the  first  donation  received:  and 
several  of  the  next,  were  even  smaller  in  amount.  Two  beds,  a  table,  a 
cooking  stove  and  a  few  chairs  composed  the  furniture  when  the  first  patient 
was  received — all  the  bedding  and  furniture  for  the  wards  and  rooms  had  to 
be  begged  or  bought — qualified  and  trusty  nurses  to  be  procured  at  a  con¬ 
siderable  expense,  and  means  to  be  raised  for  the  support  of  the  increasing 
number  of  sick.  What  greatly  added  to  the  difficulty  of  doing  this,  was  the 
fact,  that  the  Institution  was  unknown  to  the  public,  and  at  first  was  situated 
in  a  remote  and  out  of  the  way  place  in  our  neighboring  city,  where  it  attrac¬ 
ted  but  little  attention. 

The  outlays  ending  with  December  31st,  1849,  were  as  follows:  Furniture 
and  fixtures  707  dollars,  29  cents;  Medicines  and  Surgical  Instruments,  150, 
84;  House  expenses,  (including  rent  of  Hospital,  meat,  bread,  groceries, 
milk,  vegetables,  stationery,  postage,  wines  and  liquors,  fuel,  lights,  drayage, 
&c.)  1,192,33;  Funeral  expenses,  36,50;  Salaries  of  Matron,  nurses  and 
servants,  488,82;  Traveling  expenses  of  four  Deaconesses  from  Prussia  to 
Pittsburgh,  596,87;  amounting  in  all  to  3,172,65.  It  will  be  seen  from  this 
enumeration  of  items,  that  nearly  one  half  of  this  sum  was  expended  in  pro¬ 
viding  for  the  necessary  accommodations  of  the  sick.  These  arrangements 
are  to  a  great  extent  permanent,  and  but  little  additional  expense  of  this  kind 
will  be  required  for  the  future. 

But  while  the  first  year  was  a  time  of  pecuniary  difficulty,  it  was  also  a 
time  of  encouragement  and  hope.  In  many  ways,  and  in  different  parts  of  the 
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land,  friends  were  raised  up  in  the  time  of  need.  It  was  affecting  to  mark 
the  signal  interposition  of  a  higher  Power  in  the  affairs  of  this  Institution,  so 
that  often,  when  most  straitened  for  the  common  necessaries  of  life,  assist¬ 
ance  would  come  unexpectedly  and  cause  its  cup  to  overflow. 

Often  were  its  friends  made  to  feel  that  many  are  the  resources  of  Omnip¬ 
otence,  and  in  mute  astonishment  to  stand  still  and  say,  “It  is  the  Lord!” 
This  was  the  case  in  a  remarkable  degree,  in  the  serious  undertaking  of  bring¬ 
ing  nurses  from  a  distant  land  across  the  ocean;  the  expenses  of  the  Lev.  T. 
Fliedner,  who  accompanied  them,  having  been  defrayed  by  some  friends  in 
Europe,  and  nearly  the  whole  cost  of  their  journey  being  met  by  special  con¬ 
tributions  in  this  community.  From  the  commencement  of  the  Institution, 
likewise,  a  number  of  persons  were  received  as  pay  patients,  and  the  revenue 
from  this  source  amounted  to  a  considerable  sum. 

The  amount  of  moneys  received  during  the  year  from  donations  and  sub¬ 
scriptions  was  1,543,27;  from  pay  patients  and  articles  sold,  720,73;  Special 
contributions  for  traveling  expenses  of  the  Deaconesses,  525.50;  making  in 
all  2,789,50.  When  it  is  recollected,  that  several  thousand  dollars,  in  addi¬ 
tion  to  this  amount,  were  collected  during  the  same  year  towards  the  purchase 
and  repairs  of  the  present  Infirmary  buildings  at  Lacyville,  the  kindness  of 
God  and  the  liberality  of  a  humane  public  are  more  apparent  and  encouraging. 

In  addition  to  this,  very  material  assistance  was  also  rendered  during  the 
first  year,  by  donations  of  furniture,  bedding,  provisions,  groceries,  medi¬ 
cines,  &c.  towards  the  furnishing  and  support  of  the  house  by  benevolent  per¬ 
sons  in  the  City  and  surrounding  country.  The  same  kindness  was  also 
manifested,  though  not  to  the  same  extent,  in  various  donations  of  materials, 
paints,  glass,  &c.  towards  the  repairs  of  the  buildings.  The  amount  thus 
contributed  cannot  be  estimated  in  money,  and  in  many  instances  the  value  of 
the  articles  was  not  mentioned;  but  an  accurate  and  faithful  register  of  such 
donations  will  be  found  in  the  books  of  the  Institution,  which  are  herewith 
submitted  to  your  examination. 

After  many  fruitless  efforts  to  secure  a  suitable  building  for  hospital  pur¬ 
poses,  a  large  and  convenient  house  was  obtained  on  Fleming  Street,  above 
the  North  Commons,  Allegheny.  As  the  location  was  too  remote  from  the 
centre  of  population,  and  the  building  could  only  be  rented  by  the  year,  the 
continuance  of  the  Institution  there,  was  from  the  first  regarded  as  only  tem¬ 
porary.  The  occasion  which  led  to  its  early  removal  to  the  present  location 
was  the  following:  In  the  summer  of  that  year,  the  Cholera  suddenly  made  its 
appearance  at  different  points  on  the  river,  and  the  boats  from  below  brought 
with  them  a  number  of  cases  to  our  City;  these  were  admitted  to  the  Infirm¬ 
ary  then  in  Allegheny,  but  so  great  was  the  panic  occasioned  thereby  in  the 
minds  of  the  citizens  residing  in  the  vicinity  of  the  house,  that  the  Director 
was  waited  upon  by  the  Mayor  and  a  committee  from  the  Councils,  and  notified 
that  in  case  others  were  received  and  the  building  destroyed,  the  City  would 
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not  be  accountable  for  damages.  Under  these  circumstances,  with  the  advice 
of  a  few  friends,  the  present  buildings,  formerly  occupied  by  the  Bev’d.  Dr. 
Lacy,  as  a  female  seminary,  together  with  the  fine  garden  connected  with  it, 
were  purchased  for  the  sum  of  $5,500.  As  immediate  possession  was  indis¬ 
pensable,  owing  to  the  above  mentioned  cause,  the  lease  of  Professor  Stevens, 
which  had  several  years  to  run,  was  bought  out,  and  the  Hospital  removed  in 
the  month  of  June  to  its  present  location.  The  buildings  had  been  suffered 
to  go  to  decay  and  were  much  out  of  repair;  but  during  the  summer  the  whole 
was  painted  within  and  without;  new  floors  laid  in  the  kitchen,  dining  room 
and  wash  house;  the  chimneys  carefully  repaired  and  built  higher,  to  guard 
against  fire;  a  considerable  portion  of  the  roofs  renewed;  most  of  the  rooms 
and  wards  papered,  and  one  room  neatly  fitted  up  for  the  purposes  of  a  Chapel. 
A  new  board  fence  was  also  built  on  one  side  of  the  garden,  and  the  yard 
in  front  of  the  house  enclosed  with  a  substantial  iron  railing.  Various  alter¬ 
ations  were  also  made  to  adapt  the  premises  to  their  present  use.  Considerable 
expense  was  thus  incurred,  but  the  additional  comfort,  convenience  and  space, 
which  have  thereby  been  gained,  fully  justify  all  the  outlay. 

The  location  of  the  Institution  is  one  of  the  most  beautiful  and  commanding 
within  the  city  limits,  and  overlooks  the  greater  part  of  Pittsburgh,  with  por¬ 
tions  of  Allegheny,  Manchester,  Birmingham  and  the  surrounding  hills. 
From  the  garden,  the  course  of  the  beautiful  Ohio  may  be  traced  for  many 
miles,  while  the  Monongahela,  with  its  broad  breast  of  waters,  seems  like  a 
tranquil  lake  sleeping  in  the  valley  below.  In  respect  also  to  convenience, 
health  and  freedom  from  noise  and  smoke,  the  situation  is  unequalled.  The 
grounds  belonging  to  this  property  consist  of  a  front  of  one  hundred  and 
twenty  feet,  running  back  two  hundred  and  forty  feet  to  another  street,  and 
are  laid  out  as  a  kitchen  garden,  affording  also  pleasant  and  suitable  walks 
for  convalescent  patients.  May  it  long  remain  a  refuge  for  the  sorrowful  and 
sick,  a  porch  of  mercy  for  the  bodies  and  souls  of  men ! 

The  arrival  of  the  Bev’d.  Theodore  Fliedner  from  Prussia,  on  the  14th  of 
July,  accompanied  by  four  Deaconesses  from  the  Parent  Institution  in 
Kaiserswerth,  on  the  Bhine,  seemed  to  indicate  Sunday  the  17th,  as  the 
most  suitable  time  for  consecrating  it  to  the  service  of  God,  and  the  merciful 
purposes  for  which  it  was  designed.  Accordingly  on  Sunday  afternoon,  at  4 
o’clock,  a  large  concourse  of  people  having  assembled,  the  services  of  the  sol¬ 
emn  occasion  were  commenced  by  singing  the  hymn,  “Before  Jehovah’s 
awful  throne,”  in  which  the  assembled  multitude,  sitting  and  standing  around 
the  edifice,  heartily  united,  to  the  immortal  tune  of  Old  Hundred.  An  appro¬ 
priate  prayer  was  offered  to  Almighty  God,  by  Bev’d.  Dr.  Cooke,  Pastor  of 
the  Liberty  Street  M.  E.  Church;  after  which,  the  Bev’d.  Theodore  Flied¬ 
ner  addressed  the  congregation  in  German;  explaining  the  design  of  the 
Institution  as  an  Infirmary  for  the  sick,  and  a  Mother-house  for  the  training 
of  Christian  Deaconesses  for  hospitals,  asylums  and  congregations  in  other 
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parts  of  the  United  States.  The  remarks  of  this  eminent  philanthropist,  the 
restorer  under  God  of  this  office  to  the  Christian  Church,  were  listened  to 
with  deep  interest,  and  his  earnest  appeal  to  Christian  females  to  consecrate 
themselves  to  this  holy  work,  will  not  soon  he  forgotten. 

The  venerable  Dr.  Herron,  Pastor  of  the  First  Presbyterian  Church,  fol¬ 
lowed  in  an  English  address,  in  which  he  commented  on  that  article  in  the 
Statutes  of  the  Infirmary,  which  requires  that  “in  the  admission  of  patients, 
and  the  treatment  of  the  sick,  no  preference  shall  be  tolerated  in  favor  of  one 
creed,  country  or  color  over  another;”  assuring  the  public  that  though  the 
Director  of  the  Institution  was  connected  with  a  particular  denomination,  he 
had  made  provision  by  express  statute  in  law,  that  the  Infirmary  should 
be  a  refuge  for  the  worthy  sick  of  every  religion,  color  or  clime;  that 
proselytism  was  thus  excluded,  and  that  all  who  aided  in  this  benevolent  work 
had  the  most  ample  assurance  that  their  donations  would  be  sacredly  applied. 
The  Rev’d.  Dr.  in  concluding  his  remarks,  warmly  commended  the  Institution 
to  the  support  of  the  public,  gave  it  his  unqualified  approbation,  and  prayed 
that  it  might  long  continue  to  be  a  Bethesda  for  the  bodies  and  souls  of  men. 
The  German  portion  of  the  congregation  then  united  in  singing  Luther’s  cele¬ 
brated  hymn, 

“Eine  feste  Burg  ist  unser  Gott,  &c.” 

After  which,  the  address  to  the  people  and  the  Apostles’  creed  were  read  by 
Pev’d.  W.  A.  Passavant,  and  the  building  was  consecrated  in  the  name  of 
the  Father,  the  Son  and  the  Holy  Ghost.  A  similar  address  in  German  fol¬ 
lowed,  and  the  consecration  prayer  was  offered  by  the  Pev’d.  J.  Yogelbach, 
Pastor  of  the  First  German  Lutheran  Church.  An  English  and  a  German 
hymn  succeeded;  after  which,  the  Pev’d.  Dr.  Cooke  made  a  most  interesting 
address  on  the  Office  of  Deaconess  in  the  primitive  church.  The  speaker 
dwelt  on  the  importance  of  the  Christian  church  availing  herself  of  the  gifts  of 
the  female  sex,  for  the  instruction  of  the  ignorant,  and  the  alleviation  of 
human  suffering  in  all  its  complicated  forms.  Dr.  Cooke  was  followed  in  his 
remarks  by  the  Pev’d.  P.  Koehler,  in  an  appropriate  German  address;  after 
which,  the  audience  was  dismissed  by  the  Doxology  and  a  benediction  from 
the  Pev’d.  Mr.  Poe. 

I  cannot  close  this  statement  of  the  financial  concerns  of  the  Institution, 
without  referring  to  the  debt  remaining  on  the  Infirmary  buildings.  When 
the  circumstances  are  remembered  under  which  it  was  commenced  only  two 
years  ago,  and  that  all  the  heavy  expenses  of  furnishing  the  house,  providing 
its  accommodations  and  supporting  a  family  of  from  twenty  to  thirty  patients 
daily,  have  been  met  with  only  a  deficiency  in  the  Treasury  of  $168,89  it 
will  not  be  thought  strange,  that  there  should  be  a  considerable  sum  yet  due 
on  the  purchase  of  the  Infirmary  property. 

The  whole  amount  received  in  cash,  from  different  individuals  and  churches, 
towards  the  purchase  and  repairs  of  the  buildings  was  $3,961,17.  Of  this  the 
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sum  of  $2,500,  has  been  paid  to  Wm.  Arthurs,  Esqr.  on  the  purchase, 
together  with  $200  of  interest,  leaving  a  balance  due  him  of  $3,000,  with 
interest,  from  the  first  of  April  1850.  After  deducting  the  farther  sum  of 
$804,61,  for  repairs  and  insurance,  (for  1849,)  there  remains  in  the  hands 
of  the  Treasurer  a  balance  of  $456,56,  towards  the  payment  of  the  debt  due 
to  Mr.  Arthurs.  If  at  all  possible,  this  heavy  liability  should  at  once  be  re¬ 
moved.  Owing  to  the  fact  that  the  Institution  has  no  means  but  what  are 
voluntarily  sent  in  from  day  to  day,  or  are  collected  by  its  friends,  it 
requires  no  litttle  exertion  to  provide  for  its  current  expenses.  Under  these 
circumstances  it  is  almost  impossible  to  meet  the  payments  on  the  property  as 
they  become  due.  Without,  therefore,  for  a  moment  distrusting  Him,  who 
has  hitherto  provided  for  the  wants  of  the  Institution,  beyond  our  fears  and 
hopes,  we  confess  that  this  liability  is  a  source  of  anxiety,  and  cannot  but 
express  the  hope  that  the  time  is  not  far  distant  when  the  Infirmary  will  be  as 
free  from  debt  as  the  sky  above  it.  This  desirable  object  once  accomplished, 
the  success  of  the  Institution  might  be  considered  certain.  It  might  then 
be  safely  left  to  the  quiet  and  regular  operation  of  Christian  charity. 

During  the  preceding  year  the  Institution  has  labored  under  fewer  disad¬ 
vantages,  and  its  daily  history  has  been  a  succession  of  daily  blessings.  In 
addition  to  many  valuable  donations  of  bedding,  linen,  groceries,  provisions, 
medicines,  &c.  a  list  of  which  accompanies  this  report,  the  following  sums 
have  been  received  into  the  Treasury.  From  individuals,  churches  and  soci¬ 
eties  $594,66;  annual  subscriptions  $215;  contents  of  charity  box  $24,25; 
nursing  of  pay  patients  $398;  nursing  of  patients  sent  by  the  Guardians  of 
the  poor  $644,16;  nursing  of  Cholera  patients  sent  by  the  Sanitary  Com- 
mttee  $202,66;  proceeds  of  articles  sold  $47;  making  in  all  $2,125,73. 

The  expenditures  during  the  same  time  were  as  follows:  Deficiency 
in  Treasury  for  1849,  $383,15;  house  expenses  $629,47;  marketing  and 
Matron’s  petty  cash  account  $126,67;  medicines  and  medical  instruments 
$100;  services  of  nurses  $300;  funeral  expenses  $36;  postage  and  station¬ 
ery  $10,39;  freight  and  drayage  $8,50;  wages  of  male  nurse  $130,80;  wages 
of  washer-woman  $52;  servant  girl  $50,55;  furniture  and  fixtures  $52,18; 
insurance  $25;  expenses  of  horse  and  cow  $69,04;  miscellaneous  expenses 
$26,  87;  release  of  Professor  Steven’s  lease  $200;  rent  of  hospital  in  Alle¬ 
gheny  $94;  making  a  total  of  $2,294,62,  and  leaving  a  balance  due  the 
Treasurer  of  $168, 89, It  will  be  seen  by  this  statement,  that  had  there 
not  been  a  deficiency  of  upwards  of  $300  in  the  Treasury  of  the  first  year, 
the  receipts  of  the  past  year  would  have  left  a  balance  over  the  expenses;  an 
indication  of  the  healthy  condition  of  the  finances  of  the  Institution,  which  calls 
for  sincere  gratitude  to  Almighty  God. 

It  would  be  deeply  interesting  and  instructive,  could  we  give  the  history  of 
many  of  these  donations  received  during  the  year  which  has  just  closed.  An 
unusual  number  have  been  the  free  will  and  unsolicited  offerings  of  the  hu- 
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mane  and  merciful;  some  of  them  sent  by  the  merchant,  who,  amid  the  claims 
of  business,  did  not  forget  the  higher  claims  of  religion.  Not  a  few  were  the 
gifts  of  the  poor,  small  indeed  in  amount,  but  greater  in  value,  because  the 
savings  of  self-denial  and  toil,  and  the  thank  offerings  of  humble  piety. 
Among  the  contributions  received,  those  of  Christian  females  are  perhaps  the 
most  numerous;  the  Institution,  from  its  commencement,  having  found  in 
them  its  warmest  and  most  untiring  friends.  In  several  instances  the  first 
profits  of  young  men  in  business,  and  the  little  earnings  and  handy-work  of 
children,  have  cheered  us  with  the  assurance  of  a  growing  sense  in  the  public 
mind,  of  the  importance  of  mercy  to  the  suffering  and  sick.  We  refer  with 
great  pleasure  in  this  connection  to  a  new  feature  in  the  contributions  of  the 
past  year,  namely:  the  plan  of  annual  subscriptions.  At  the  suggestion  of 
several  persons,  a  column  was  opened  for  donations  of  this  kind,  and  although 
various  circumstances  prevented  anything  like  a  general  effort,  subscriptions 
were  obtained  to  the  amount  of  two  hundred  and  fifteen  dollars,  all  of  which 
were  paid. 

The  apparent  readiness  of  many  persons  to  devote  a  small  sum  annually, 
to  the  relief  of  the  suffering  in  such  an  Institution,  warrants  the  belief,  that 
if  proper  exertions  were  made,  the  amount  might  be  increased  to  twelve  or 
fifteen  hundred  dollars,  a  sum,  with  the  income  of  pay  patients  and  occasional 
donations,  sufficient  to  carry  on  the  operations  of  the  Infirmary  without  diffi¬ 
culty  or  debt.  That  some  permanent  provision  for  the  support  of  the  Insti¬ 
tution  should  be  made,  is  regarded  as  essential  to  its  usefulness  and  continu¬ 
ance.  The  Director  is  willing  to  do  all  in  his  power  towards  its  daily 
maintainance,  but  the  responsibility  of  providing  for  so  large  a  number  of  sick, 
without  any  certain  income,  is  necessarily  connected  with  much  labor  and 
anxiety  of  mind. 

The  number  of  patients  received  into  the  Infirmary  until  it  was  placed  under 
the  care  of  the  Deaconesses,  in  August  1849,  was  eighty-two.  Since  then, 
three  hundred  and  eighty-eight  have  been  admitted,  making  a  total  of  four 
hundred  and  seventy ,  in  the  one  year  and  eleven  months  which  have  elapsed 
since  the  first  patient  was  received.  This  number  would  have  been  more  than 
doubled,  were  it  not  that  the  principles  of  the  Institution  admit  chronic  dis¬ 
eases,  and  other  cases  of  long  standing  and  almost  hopeless  cure,  when  their 
sufferings  may  be  mitigated  and  a  possibility  remains  of  restoring  them  to 
partial  or  permanent  health.  In  consequence  of  this,  a  bed  is  often  occupied 
for  many  months  by  a  single  patient,  and  the  aggregate  of  patients  received 
during  the  year  is  lessened  in  proportion  to  the  number  of  such  patients, 
though  the  average  number  in  the  Hospital  from  day  to  day,  may  remain  the 
same.  Of  this  class  of  sufferers,  many  have  been  on  the  funds  of  the  Charity 
for  three  months,  while  not  a  few  have  been  permitted  to  remain  four’,  six  and 
even  eight  and  ten  months,  as  their  necessity  seemed  to  require. 

It  has  been  a  source  of  sincere  pleasure  and  heart-felt  gratitude  to  God,  that 
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a  considerable  number  of  tbe  most  hopeless  of  this  class  have  been  so  far 
relieved,  as  no  longer  to  be  a  burthen  to  themselves  and  to  society,  while 
several  cases  of  many  years  standing  and  most  obstinate  character,  have  finally 
yielded  to  medical  skill  and  good  nursing. 

There  are  a  number  of  persons  in  this  City  and  vicinity,  who,  after  years 
of  suffering  and  wretchedness,  are  now  restored  to  health,  and  gain  an  hon¬ 
est  livelihood  by  the  labor  of  their  own  hands.  As  it  regards  moral  and 
spiritual  results,  likewise,  this  class  of  sufferers  have  been  the  most  interesting 
and  hopeful;  and  the  exemplary  conduct  of  not  a  few  who  left  the  Institution 
restored  to  health,  affords  the  pleasing  evidence  that  the  influence  of  Chris¬ 
tian  kindness  and  Christian  instruction,  has  not  been  in  vain. 

Of  the  above  number,  upwards  of  one  hundred  were  cases  of  contagious  or 
infectious  disease,  and  fifty  per  cent,  of  all  the  deaths  in  the  Infirmary,  have 
been  among  the  Cholera  and  Small-Pox  patients  of  this  class.  Many  of 
these,  owing  to  previous  neglect  and  exposure,  were  in  a  dying  condition 
when  brought  to  the  house,  and  already  beyond  the  reach  of  medical  skill. 
When  the  condition  in  which  numerous  cases  of  Ship-Pever  and  Small-Pox 
were  received,  is  taken  into  the  account,  the  mortality  is  unexpectedly  small. 
No  language  could  describe  the  wan  and  spectral  forms  of  some  of  these, 
covered  with  filth  and  livid  with  disease.  Yet  not  a  few  of  such  live,  to  thank 
the  public  for  a  refuge  in  their  awful  visitation,  and  to  bless  God  who  brought 
them  back  from  the  valley  and  shadow  of  death. 

Of  the  moral  results,  which  have  been  brought  about  through  the  instru¬ 
mentality  of  the  Institution,  it  does  not  become  us  to  speak  in  any  other  than 
general  terms.  The  light  of  eternity  alone  will  reveal  all  the  impressions  for 
good,  which  have  been  made  upon  the  patients.  That  many  have  left  the 
house,  quite  indifferent  to  all  spiritual  things  is  indeed  true,  but  even  in  the 
case  of  such,  the  sown  seed,  though  long  buried,  may  yet  spring  up  unto  ever¬ 
lasting  life.  In  an  encouraging  number  of  instances,  however,  the  signal 
blessing  of  the  Almighty  has  attended  the  labors  of  his  servants.  Not  a 
few  wanderers  have  been  reclaimed;  and  of  more  than  one  it  may  be  said, 
“they  were  born  there.”  The  faith  of  the  dying  saint,  sorely  tried  by  poverty 
and  neglect,  has  been  strengthened,  and  death  itself  made  welcome  by  the 
consolations  of  the  gospel.  The  influence  of  Christian  kindness  and  example 
on  the  part  of  the  nurses,  has  invariably  secured  for  the  offices  of  religion 
the  respect  of  the  most  reckless;  and  stout-hearted  and  wicked  men  have  wept 
under  the  silent  teaching  of  this  practical  exhibition  of  religion.  A  weekly  ser¬ 
vice  is  held  in  the  Chapel  of  the  Infirmary,  which  is  attended  by  those  conva¬ 
lescent  patients  who  desire  it,  and  the  sick  are  visited  in  the  wards  several 
times  during  the  week,  by  the  Director  and  other  Clergymen,  who  attend  in 
rotation.  In  addition  to  these  opportunities  of  religious  instruction,  and  the 
daily  worship  of  the  house,  there  is  a  respectable  Library  of  English, 
German,  French  and  Welsh  books,  which,  we  are  happy  to  say  is  highly 
appreciated,  by  those  who  are  sufficiently  recovered  to  read. 
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It  is  with  very  great  pleasure  that  I  refer  to  another  evidence  of  interest 
manifested  by  our  citizens  in  the  permanent  success  of  the  Institution.  At 
the  suggestion  of  the  Hon.  Thos.  M.  Howe,  the  field  adjoining  the  Infirmary 
and  containing  upwards  of  four  acres,  was  purchased  from  A.  B.  Curling,  Esq. 
for  the  sum  of  $12,000.  Of  this,  the  part  bordering  on  Dinwiddie  Street 
was  divided  into  twenty-eight  lots,  twenty-four  of  which  wese  generously  pur¬ 
chased  by  that  number  of  our  citizens  at  $500  per  lot;  a  considerable  advance 
on  their  actual  value  at  the  time.  By  this  means,  the  remainder,  contain¬ 
ing  three  acres,  has  been  secured  to  the  Institution  free  of  debt,  thus  affording 
a  commanding  and  spacious  site  for  the  Infirmary  and  other  humane  Institu¬ 
tions  which  may  hereafter  be  established.  By  the  terms  of  subscription,  it 
can  only  be  used  for  such  purposes. 

Of  the  four  other  lots  on  Dinwiddie  street,  two  have  since  been  sold  for 
$500  each,  the  money  to  be  applied  to  the  erection  of  a  new  Infirmary  build¬ 
ing.*.  ,The  Board  ^f  Man^gei^ha^e  already  contracted  with  the  Messrs 
Pattersons*  for*the  erection  of  one  wing  of  such  an  edifice,  to  be  completed  by 
the  month  of  October.  It  will  be  a  substantial  building  of  brick,  60  by  40 
feet  in  size  and  three  stories  high  The  style  is  the  square  Gothic,  and  the 
model  that  of  the  Westminster  Hospital  in  London.  The  want  of  such  a 
building  where  the  separation  between  the  different  classes  of  patients  can  be 
more  perfect,  has  been  so  severely  felt  during  the  past  year,  that  the  Board 
were  under  the  necessity  of  taking  immediate  measures  for  the  erection  of  a 
new  edifice.  They  could  not  believe  that  the  liberality  which  has  cheered 
them  in  then  efforts  to  alleviate  the  milder  forms  of  suffering,  would  be  with¬ 
held  in  similar  efforts  for  the  relief  of  those  most  sorely  stricken  and  afflicted 
of  God.  Xor  has  their  confidence  been  misplaced,  for  although,  no  general 
call  has  been  made  upon  our  citizens,  several  handsome  subscriptions  have 
been  tendered,  and  four  of  the  gentlemen  who  purchased  lots  on  the  above- 
mentioned  plan,  have  generously  donated  them  to  the  Institution,  to  be  dis¬ 
posed  of  for  this  purpose.  The  sum  of  $5,000  is  still  wanted  to  complete 
the  new  building,  but  for  an  object  so  purely  humane  we  confidently  believe 
that  the  merciful  will  delight  to  contribute,  some  out  of  their  abundance,  and 
others  out  of  them  great  poverty. 

It  will  be  permitted  to  the  Director  on  this  occasion,  to  express  his  high 
appreciation  of  the  services  rendered  by  the  Physicians  of  the  Institution. 
To  their  deep  interest  in  its  success,  and  the  fidelity  with  which  they  have 
devoted  themselves  to  the  sick  within  its  walls  is  it  indebted  for  its  reputa¬ 
tion  as  a  curative  Institution,  and  for  much  of  its  usefulness.  Their  time  and 
services  have  not  only  been  gratuitously  given,  but  were  devoted  with  a  sym¬ 
pathy  and  an  interest  for  the  sick  which  made  them  doubly  valuable. 

To  those  women,  who  for  Christ’s  sake  have  counted  not  their  own  lives 
dear,  in  ministering  to  the  afflicted  patients,  the  Director  would  likewise  ten¬ 
der  his  grateful  thanks.  In  the  midst  of  disease  and  contagion,  by  night 
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and  by  day,  in  weakness  and  in  strength,  they  have  remained  calmly  and 
faithfully  at  their  post.  They  have  their  reward  !  It  is  not  in  the  praises  of 
men.  But  it  is,  in  the  consciousness  of  haying  made  an  humble  return  unto 
Him  who  hath  redeemed  their  souls.  It  is  in  His  approbation,  who  hath  said, 
“Inasmuch  as  ye  have  done  it  unto  one  of  these,  the  least  of  my  disciples,  ye 
have  done  it  unto  me.” 

Finally,  unto  that  gracious  Being,  through  whose  assistance  this  work  has 
been  begun  and  thus  far  continued;  who  hath  bestowed  life  and  energy  and 
health  for  its  accomplishment;  who  hath  inspired  confidence  and  raised  up 
friends  and  means  according  to  its  wants;  whose  Providence  hath  been  over  it 
from  day  to  day,  and  whose  loving  kindness  hath  been  new  every  morning — 
unto  Him  be  the  honor  of  its  inception  and  progress,  and  the  glory  of  its 
present  and  future  results.

PHYSICIAN  S’  REPORT. 


The  Physicians  of  the  Pittsburgh  Infirmary  would  respectfully  beg  leave  to 
report,  that  from  August,  1849,  (the  time  at  which  the  Deaconesses  took 
charge  of  the  Institution,)  up  to  January  1st,  1851,  the  number  of  patients 
received  into  the  Infirmary  has  been  three  hundred  and  eighty-eight,  of  this 
number,  two  hundred  and  eighty-seven  has  been  discharged  cured;  twenty- 
three  have  been  discharged  relieved,  and  seventy-eight  have  died. 

All  classes  of  patients  are  admitted,  many  of  them  with  incurable  diseases; 
hence  the  amount  of  mortality.  We  cannot  too  highly  commend  the  general 
arrangements  of  the  Institution  and  the  excellent  nursing  of  the  Deaconesses.

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EXTRACT  FROM  THE  CHARTER 

OP  THE 

“INSTITUTION  OF  PROTESTANT  DEACONESSES/’ 

RELATING  TO  THE  PITTSBURGH  INFIRMARY. 


Whereas,  the  Rev.  W.  A.  Passavant,  by  the  aid  of  sundry  charitable  per¬ 
sons,  has  established  a  Hospital  known  as  the  “Pittsburgh  Infirmary”  in  the 
City  of  Pittsburgh,  Pennsylvania,  in  order  that  the  suffering  and  sick  might 
be  cared  for  and  relieved  in  a  becoming  and  Christian  manner,  without  distinc¬ 
tion  of  color,  creed  or  country,  and  has  placed  the  same  under  the  immediate 
supervision  and  control  of  the  aforesaid  “Institution  of  Protestant  Deacon¬ 
esses,”  the  said  W.  A.  Passavant  is  hereby  authorized  and  empowered  to  as¬ 
sign,  convey  and  transfer  to  the  corporation  hereby  created,  all  property,  real, 
personal  and  mixed  held  by  him  in  trust,  for  the  purposes  of  the  said  Infirmary, 
subject  to  the  same  trusts  and  considerations,  upon  which  he  holds  the  same; 
and  that  any  other  person  or  persons  now  holding  or  who  may  hereafter  hold 
any  goods,  chattels  or  property,  real,  personal  or  mixed,  in  trust,  or  for  the 
use  of  said  Association  or  of  any  Infirmary,  Hospital,  Asylum  or  other  Insti¬ 
tution  connected  therewith,  are  hereby  authorized  to  convey,  transfer,  grant  and 
make  over  the  same  to  the  corporation  hereby  created,  subject  to  the  trusts  and 
conditions  under  which  the  same  is  or  may  be  held  by  such  person  or  persons. 

That  Thomas  M.  Howe,  William  Holmes,  George  Weyman,  James  Park, 
Henry  Graff,  Allen  Kramer,  Robert  Beer,  George  Black,  Christopher  Zug, 
William  Larimer,  Jr.  John  H.  Shoenberger,  James  K.  Moorhead,  and 
George  W.  Jackson,  and  their  successors  appointed  as  hereinafter  provided, 
shall  constitute  a  “Board  of  Visitors,”  who  shall  meet  annually  on  the  second 
Monday  in  January,  to  examine  and  report  for  publication  the  condition  and 
management  of  the  Pittsburgh  Infirmary  aforesaid;  for  which  purpose  they 
shall  have  free  access  to  all  the  buildings  and  apartments  belonging  thereto, 
and  the  inspection  of  all  books,  papers  and  accounts  relating  to  the  manage¬ 
ment  thereof;  and  it  shall  be  then’  special  duty  to  investigate  and  in  their 
report  set  forth,  any  discrimination  which  may  at  any  time  hereafter  be  made  in 
favor  of  one  creed,  color  or  country  over  another  in  the  granting  of  permits, 
or  the  care  of  the  sick,  to  the  end  that  any  such  abuse  may  be  speedily  correct¬ 
ed.  All  vacancies  of  said  Board  of  Visitors,  shall  be  filled  by  the  votes  of  a 
majority  of  the  patrons  of  the  Infirmary  hereinafter  mentioned,  at  a  meeting 
convened  for  the  purpose,  on  the  call  of  the  surviving  members  of  the  Board, 
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or  in  default  of  such  election,  by  the  Court  of  Common  Pleas  of  Allegheny 
County,  on  the  petition  of  any  of  the  three  surviving  members  of  said  Board. 

That  any  contributor  who  has  already  or  shall  hereafter  subscribe  the  sum  of 
one  thousand  dollars  at  a  single  benefaction,  or  who  has  subscribed  a  less  sum 
and  shall  increase  the  same  to  one  thousand  dollars,  on  payment  of  the  same 
into  the  Treasury,  shall  be  entitled  to  become  a  patron  for  life,  and  shall  have 
the  right  to  nominate  and  send  in  one  patient  to  the  Infirmary,  Provided, 
that  the  person  so  nominated,  shall  be  of  the  condition  and  fall  within  and 
comply  with  the  rules  that  may  be  established  for  the  government  of  the  Insti¬ 
tution,  and  the  same  privileges  and  rights  shall  be  conferred  on  any  person  or 
corporation  who  shall  subscribe  and  secure  the  payment  of  one  hundred  dollars, 
per  annum,  for  the  period  of  fifteen  years,  and  the  same  privileges  and  rights 
shall  be  conferred  on  any  Church  or  religious  Society,  who  shall  take  an  an¬ 
nual  collection  for  the  benefit  of  the  Infirmary,  amounting  to  the  sum  of 
seventy-five  dollars  per  annum.

PLAN  AND  OBJECTS. 

This  Institution  combines  in  its  plan  ancl  objects,  the  two-fold  intention  of 
a  Hospital  for  the  reception  of  the  more  extreme  and  dangerous  cases  of  indi¬ 
gent  sick,  and  of  a  Hotel  for  invalids,  who,  at  a  comparatively  small  expense, 
may  obtain  the  comforts  of  home,  and  the  advantages  of  the  best  medical  atten¬ 
dants  and  skilful  nursing.

GOVERNMENT  AND  MANAGEMENT. 

The  government  and  management  of  the  Institution  is  vested  in  a  Board  of 
Managers,  who  are  elected  by  “The  Institution  of  Protestant  Deaconesses  ” 
and  whose  duties  are  defined  and  limited  by  the  Charter  of  that  Corporation. 

e  annual  meetin^  is  held  on  the  first  Monday  in  January.  It  also  meets 
at  other  times,  as  the  circumstances  of  the  Infirmary  require. 

LIFE  PATRONS,  PATRONS,  AND  ANNUAL  SUBSCRIBERS. 

Life  Patrons  are  constituted  by  a  donation  of  one  thousand  dollars  to  the 
funds  of  the  Institution )  and  their  privileges  are,  to  have  always  one  patient 

on  the  books  receiving  relief,  and  a  vote  at  all  elections  in  the  Board  of  Vis¬ 
itors. 

Life  Patrons  are  likewise  constituted  by  the  payment  of  one  hundred  dol¬ 
lars,  annually,  for  a  period  of  fifteen  years,  with  the  same  rights  and  privil¬ 
eges.  1 

Patrons. — Churches,  or  Charitable  Societies,  who  annually  pay  into  the 
Treasury  of  the  Institution  the  sum  of  seventy-five  dollars,  become  patrons, 
and  are  entitled  to  the  same  privileges  as  patrons  for  life. 

Annual  Subscribers. — A  yearly  subscription  of  five,  ten,  twenty,  or  more 
dollars,  constitutes  an  Annual  Subscriber,  with  the  privilege  of  having  a  pa¬ 
tient  on  the  books  for  a  time  equal  to  double  the  amount  of  his  subscription, 
at  the  printed  rates  for  pay  patients.

BOARD  OF  VISITORS. 

The  Board  of  V isitors  consists  of  thirteen  impartial  citizens  of  the  Coun¬ 
ty  of  Allegheny,  who  are  elected  by  the  Life  Patrons,  and  in  default  of  such 
election  by  the  Court  of  Common  Pleas  of  Allegheny  County,  on  the  petition 
of  any  three  surviving  members  of  the  Board.  They  meet  annually,  on  the 
second  Monday  of  January,  “to  examine,  and  report  for  publication,  the  con- 
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dition  and  management  of  the  Pittsburgh  Infirmary,  for  which  purpose  they 
shall  have  free  access  to  all  the  buildings  and  apartments  belonging  thereto, 
and  the  inspection  of  all  books,  papers  and  accounts,  relating  to  the  manage¬ 
ment  thereof.”  (See  Charter.)  It  is  also  made  their  special  duty,  by  the 
Charter,  “to  investigate,  and  in  their  report  set  forth  any  discrimination 
which  may,  at  any  time  hereafter,  be  made  in  favor  of  one  creed,  color  or  coun¬ 
try  over  another,  in  the  granting  of  permits,  or  the  care  of  the  sick,  to  the  end 
that  any  such  abuse  may  be  speedily  corrected.” 

DIRECTOR. 

The  Director  of  the  Deaconess  Institution,  is,  ex  officio,  Director  of  the 
Infirmary,  and  prescribes  over  its  various  concerns — domestic  and  professional. 
It  is  his  office  to  see  that  the  duties  of  the  respective  departments  are  proper¬ 
ly  performed,  and  that  the  regulations  of  the  House  are  strictly  observed;  to 
afford,  or  cause  to  be  afforded,  prompt  assistance  to  all  urgent  cases,  until 
they  can  be  placed  under  the  care  of  the  proper  officers,  to  whose  department 
they  belong.  He  is  to  be  amenable  to  the  Board  of  Managers  for  the  order 
and  harmony  of  the  establishment,  and  the  regularity  and  discipline  of  the 
pupils  who  attend  the  practice  and  lectures  of  the  Physicians :  and  a  discre¬ 
tionary  power  is  vested  in  him  of  adopting  and  enforcing  such  temporary  ar¬ 
rangements  and  regulations  as  may  conduce  to  these  ends,  until  he  can  obtain 
the  decision  of  the  Board  of  Managers  thereon. 

He  is  to  superintend  the  purchase  of  all  supplies  and  provisions  for  the  user 
of  the  Institution ;  keep  an  account  of  all  the  receipts  and  expenditures  in  the 
books  of  the  House,  and  draw  all  checks  and  orders  for  the  signature  of  the 
Treasurer  for  their  payment. 

It  is,  likewise,  the  duty  of  the  Director  to  present  a  Report  of  the  condition 
of  the  Infirmary  to  the  Board  of  Visitors,  at  the  annual  meeting,  together  with 
complete  lists  of  all  donations  in  money,  and  otherwise,  to  its  Treasury,  during 
the  year ;  which  report  and  lists  are  to  be  printed  in  the  Annual  Report  of  the 
Institution. 

He  is  to  report  to  the  Board  of  Visitors,  at  their  annual  meeting,  all  vacan¬ 
cies  by  death,  removal,  or  otherwise,  during  the  preceding  year,  together  with 
the  names  of  all  new  Patrons  and  Annual  Subscribers,  within  the  same  time. 

He  is  to  keep  an  accurate  account  of  the  revenues  of  the  Infirmary,  and  not 
to  retain  a  larger  sum  in  his  hands  than  one  hundred  dollars  for  a  longer  time 
than  one  week,  but  pay  it  over  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  Institution. 

The  office  of  Director  is  to  be  gratuitous,  until  the  funds  of  the  charity  al¬ 
low  of  remuneration,  when  the  salary  is  to  be  commensurate  with  the  nature 
and  extent  of  the  duties. 

TREASURER. 

The  Treasurer  is  to  take  charge  of  all  the  funds  of  the  Institution,  and  to 
have  the  custody  of  all  bonds,  notes,  documents,  leases,  &c. 

The  Treasurer  is  to  conduct  the  financial  concerns,  (in  connection  with  the 
Director,)  and  superintend  the  payment  of  all  moneys  ordered  by  the  Board  of 
Managers,  and  all  checks  and  orders  signed  by  the  Director  for  the  daily  sup¬ 
port  of  the  House.  And  it  is  his  province,  by  such  a  salutary  and  discreet 
exercise  of  his  judgment  over  the  pecuniary  affairs  of  the  Institution,  so  to  reg¬ 
ulate  its  income  and  expenditure  as  shall  best  maintain  the  integrity  of  the 
Infirmary,  and  ensure  its  permanent  prosperity. 


lie  shall  make  an  annual  report  of  the  finances  of  the  Institution  to  the 
Director,  on  the  first  Monday  in  January,  so  that  his  accounts  may  he  laid 
before  the  Board  of  Visitors  to  be  examined  and  audited  by  them  at  their  an¬ 
nual  meeting,  on  the  second  Monday  of  the  same  month. 

On  entering  upon  the  duties  of  his  office,  he  shall  give  a  bond,  with  good 
and  sufficient  security,  to  the  amount  of  five  thousand  dollars,  for  the  faithful 
performance  of  the  services  required. 

PHYSICIANS. 

The  Physicians  are  required  to  have  Diplomas  from  a  regular  Medical  Col¬ 
lege  in  the  United  States  or  Europe.  They  are  to  attend  in  rotation  on  the 
patients  in  the  Infirmary,  at  such  times  and  hours  as  they  may  mutually  agree 
upon,  which  are  not,  however,  to  be  less  frequently  than  four  times  during  the 
week,  nor  later,  as  a  general  rule,  than  5  o’clock  in  the  evening. 

Consultations  shall  be  held  upon  all  dangerous  and  doubtful  cases,  both  in 
the  medical  and  surgical  departments,  upon  such  cases  as  have  been  a  consid¬ 
erable  time  at  the  Institution,  without  deriving  any  material  relief;  and  upon 
such  as  are  deemed  to  require  any  important  or  painful  operation  for  their 
cure.  And  exclusive  of  the  consultations  necessary  in  cases  of  emergency, 
the  Physicians  and  Surgeons  are  also  to  meet  every  quarter,  to  consult  on  all 
such  cases  as  are  difficult  or  dangerous,  either  in  the  medical  or  surgical  de* 
partments;  and  on  all  such  as  have  been  two  months  in  the  Infirmary. 

The  Physicians,  through  one  of  their  number,  shall  present  an  annnal  re¬ 
port  to  the  Board  of  Visitors,  of  the  number  of  patients  received  and  dis¬ 
charged  during  the  preceding  year,  and  such  other  statistics  and  tables  as  are 
customary  in  similar  reports. 

They  shall  issue  all  permits  and  discharges  to  patients,  according  to  the 
principles  laid  down  in  the  Charter,  and  the  rules  and  regulations  for  the 
government  of  the  Institution. 

No  one  shall' be  appointed  to  the  office  of  Physician  or  Surgeon  in  the  Insti¬ 
tution,  without  the  written  approval  of  the  other  members  of  the  medical  staff. 

HOUSE  PUPILS. 

The  duty  of  the  Dispenser  is,  carefully  to  prepare  such  medicines  for  the 
patients  as  are  directed  by  the  Physicians,  which  he  is  to  supply  to  the  pa¬ 
tients,  with  written  directions  for  then*  use.  He  is  to  have  the  care  and  cus¬ 
tody  of  the  various  medicines  and  preparations  required  for  the  Institution, 
which  he  is  to  keep  in  such  a  manner  as  may  best  preserve  their  medical  effi¬ 
ciency.  He  is  to  guard  against  all  waste  in  the  use  of  the  medicines,  and 
keep  the  surgical  instruments  &c.  in  perfect  order.  He  is  to  enrol  all  new 
patients  on  their  arrival,  and  note  their  discharge  on  the  books,  and  prepare 
cards  of  registry  for  each  one. 

The  Dispenser,  and  other  House  Pupils,  shall  begin  to  dress  their  respec¬ 
tive  patients  immediately  after  the  Physician  of  the  day  has  concluded  his 
visit. 

They  shall  not  dress  patients,  nor  be  in  the  wards  during  the  time  appoint¬ 
ed  for  meals,  nor  during  the  time  of  Divine  Service  in  the  Chapel,  except  in 
cases  of  emergency. 
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COLLECTOR. 

The  Collector  is  to  call  at  the  residences  of  the  Annual  Subscribers,  to  col¬ 
lect  the  subscriptions  and  give  printed  receipts  for  the  same.  He  is  to  render 
to  the  Director  an  exact  account  of  the  sums  thus  collected,  and  pay  over  to 
him  the  amount,  with  the  names  of  all  Subscribers  who  have  not  paid. 

MATRON. 

The  Matron  is  to  reside  at  the  Infirmary,  in  the  apartments  allotted  to  her. 
She  is  to  regulate  the  duties,,  and  see  to  the  good  conduct  of  the  Sisters,  or 
head  nurses  of  the  wards,  the  under  nurses,  and  female  domestics,  the  latter 
of  whom  it  is  her  province  to  engage  and  discharge. 

The  linen,  beds,  bedding  and  furniture,  of  which  she  is  to  keep  an  accurate 
inventory,  and  the  order,  clean  condition  and  comfortable  management  of  the 
wards,  and  various  departments,  are  confided  to  her  care  and  supervision. 

The  kitchen,  the  preparation  of  provisions  for  the  House,  and  the  diet  of  the 
patients,  are  under  her  superintendence ;  and  the  various  accounts  and  details 
appertaining  to  her  .office,  are  to  be  carefully  and  systematically  kept  for  the 
examination  of  the  Director  and  House  Committee.  ( 

It  is  the  duty  of  the  Matron  to  see  that  the  provisions  furnished  for  the  In¬ 
stitution,  are  not  wasted ;  and  that  no  supplies  or  diets  are  drawn  for  the  pa¬ 
tients  in  the  wards,  which  are  not  consumed  by  the  patients  for  whom  they 
are  respectively  issued. 

She  is  to  see  that  the  apparel,  and  other  articles  belonging  to  the  patients, 
are  properly  labelled  and  deposited  in  a  place  of  safety;  and  to  receive  from 
the  Sisters  any  money  or  property  found  on  the  persons  of  patients  when  ad¬ 
mitted,  which  she  is  to  deposit,  for  safe  keeping,  in  the  hands  of  the  Director 
of  the  Charity. 

The  Matron  is  .to  go  round  the  wards  at  various  times  of  the  day,  to  see 
that  the  nurses  are  attentive  to  their  duty;  that  the  patients  are  comfortably, 
orderly,  and  properly  regulated ;  that  there  is  no  waste  of  fuel,  light,  &c. 

She  is  also  to  visit  the  wards  frequently  at  the  time  when  visitors  are  ad¬ 
mitted,  to  ensure,  by  her  presence,  the  due  fulfilment  of  the  regulations  for 
preventing  the  introduction  of  improper  articles  of  food  and  refreshment  to  the 
patients. 

She  is  to  see  that  the  linen,  bedding,  and  other  articles  of  domestic  use,  are 
kept  clean,  wholesome,  and  in  good  repair ;  and  that  the  nurses  and  female 
convalescent  patients  are  employed  in  mending  the  linen,  should  they  not  be 
otherwise  engaged. 

She  is  to  see  that  all  printed  directions  for  the  nurses  and  patients,  are  sus¬ 
pended  in  conspicuous  places;  and  that  when  any  become  illegible,  new  ones 
may  be  placed  in  their  stead;  that  the  Bibles,  Prayer  books,  and  works  of 
meditation,  are  properly  distributed  in  the  wards,  to  the  exclusion  of  all  im¬ 
proper  books. 

SISTERS. 

The  Sisters,  or  nurses,  are  to  be  amenable  to  the  Matron  for  the  orderly 
discipline,  regularity,  and  comfortable  condition  of  their  wards,  the  sobriety 
and  good  behaviour  of  the  under  nurses  and  patients,  and  the  proper  demeanor 
of  the  persons  who  are  permitted  to  visit  them. 
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The  kind  and  ready  attention  to  the  suffering  patients  in  all  their  griefs  and 
sicknesses, — the  punctual  and  careful  administration  of  their  medicines  and 
remedies, — the  comfortable  regulation  of  the  hours  of  repose,  and  of  the  meals, 
conformably  to  the  rules  of  the  Infirmary,  comprise  a  material  part  of  the  du¬ 
ties  of  the  Sisters. 

The  sisters  are  to  conduct  themselves  with  gentleness  and  humanity  to  the 
patients,  and  observe  such  discretion  and  propriety  in  their  behavior,  as  shall 
inspire  respect,  and  cause  their  directions  to  be  properly  and  cheerfully 
obeyed. 

Whilst  they  manifest  a  proper  and  impartial  attention  to  every  patient,  that 
all  may  be  kindly  treated,  and  kept  clean  in  their  persons,  linen  and  bedding, 
and  have  their  food,  refreshments,  and  medicines  regularly  and  carefully  ad¬ 
ministered,  they  are  to  consider  as  more  particularly  under  their  own  personal 
superintendence  and  tender  care,  those  whose  cases  are  most  dangerous,  and 
those  who  have  undergone  painful  operations  for  their  cure.  The  Sisters  are 
to  make  themselves  acquainted  with  the  effects, of  the  medicines  prescribed  for 
the  patients  of  their  wards,  that  they  may  be  at  all  times  prepared  to  furnish 
satisfactory  information  to  the  medical  officers  in  that  respect. 

The  Sisters  are  to  be,  as  much  as  possible,  in  their  respective  wards,  to  see 
to  the  safety  and  comfort  of  the  patients,  and  to  ensure,  by  their  vigilant  at¬ 
tention,  the  humane  conduct  of  the  under  nurses,  and  the  proper  fulfilment 
of  the  regulations  for  preventing  the  introduction  of  improper  articles  of  food 
or  refreshment  to  the  patients,  by  them  friends,  or  other  persons. 

The  Sisters  are  faithfully  and  prudently  to  use  the  coals,  candles,  and  oth¬ 
er  stores,  and  see  that  they  be  not  wasted  or  embezzled  .  They  are  to  be  an¬ 
swerable  to  the  Matron  for  the  safe  custody  of  the  stores,  bedding,  lin¬ 
en,  furniture,  and  domestic  articles  of  their  respective  wards,  of  which  they 
are  to  keep  a  correct  inventory. 

PATIENTS. 

Those  cases  which  are  considered  by  the  medical  officers  most  necessitous, 
urgent,  and  dangerous,  and  those  which  are  most  likely  to  admit  of  being  re¬ 
lieved,  are  to  have  the  preference  in  being  received  as  patients. 

A  security,  according  to  the  form  on  the  patients’  permits,  is  to  be  signed 
by  the  person  making  application  for  the  patient,  to  remove  his  body  from  the 
Infirmary  in  case  of  death,  that  all  unnecessary  expense  to  the  Charity  may 
be  avoided.  The  following  cases  are  considered  ineligible  at  this  Institution : 

I.  Those  who,  upon  due  examination,  are  deemed  incapable  of  any  relief. 

II.  Those  who  have  complaints,  to  the  cure  of  which  other  establishments 
are  appropriated,  as  maniacs,  &c. 

III.  Those  who  wanting  food  and  not  medicine,  are  more  properly  objects  of 
relief  from  the  Overseers  of  the  Poor  and  public  charity. 

Patients,  on  becoming  convalescent,  are  to  be  discharged  by  the  attending 
Physician  as  soon  as  possible,  that  their  places  may  be  filled  by  some  other 
afflicted  person. 

Patients  giving  a  wrong  representation  of  themselves— their  circumstances, 
theb  disorders,  or  otherwise— to  gain  admission,  and  who,  after  being  admit¬ 
ted,  shall  be  found  to  have  any  disorder  not  considered  proper  for  admission, 
are  to  be  discharged. 

No  charity  patient  is  to  be  continued  longer  than  two  months,  except  up¬ 
on  the  recommendation  of  the  medical  officers,  that  a  more  lengthened  period 
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will  essentially  conduce  to  the  patient’s  health.  Exceptions  to  this  rule,  are 
those  cases  of  lingering  disease,  where  death  is  inevitable. 

PAY  PATIENTS. 

It  being  considered,  that,  in  addition  to  the  reception  of  patients  in  desti¬ 
tute  circumstances,  great  benefit  might  arise  from  admitting  such  persons  who 
may  be  able  to  pay  for  their  boarding  and  accommodations,  while  in  the  In¬ 
firmary,  or  whose  friends  are  willing  to  do  so,  the  regulations  of  the  Insti¬ 
tution  provide  for  their  reception  at  a  moderate  rate  per  week,  either  in  the 
general  wards  or  in  private  rooms. 

Provision  is  also  made,  under  this  arrangement,  so  that  Overseers  of  the 
Poor  in  any  Township  of  the  State  or  adjoining  States,  or  any  Church,  Order, 
or  Benevolent  Society,  may  obtain  admittance  for  persons  under  their  care. 
In  all  such  cases,  at  least  three  weeks’  board  must  be  paid  in  advance,  and  a 
note  of  security  be  given  to  the  attending  Physician  for  the  faithful  payment 
of  the  remainder ;  and  in  case  of  death,  for  the  removal  of  the  body  from  the 
Infirmary. 

Persons  who  pay,  or  for  whom  payment  is  made,  are  to  be  received  only 
in  accordance  with  the  foregoing  principles  and  regulations,  relating  to  the 
admission  of  patients. 

REGULATIONS  FOR  PATIENTS. 

All  patients,  when  admitted,  are  to  conform  to  the  rules  of  the  Infirmary, 
to  conduct  themselves  quietly,  orderly  and  respectfully ;  to  obey  the  direc¬ 
tions  of  the  Matron  and  Officers,  and  to  pay  obedience  to  the  Sister  of  their 
ward. 

They  shall  be  attentive  as  possible  to  personal  cleanliness;  shall  guard 
against  soiling  the  bedding  and  floors ;  and  when  at  their  meals,  or  otherwise 
absent  frofn  their  beds,  the  latter  are  to  be  left  neatly  and  properly  arranged. 

They  shall  not  swear,  nor  use  abusive  or  improper  language,  nor  behave 
indecently,  nor  cause  any  disturbance  by  loud  talking,  or  noise  of  any  kind. 
They  shall  not  play  at  cards,  dice,  or  other  games;  nor  smoke  in  the  wards; 
nor  spit  upon  the  floors;  nor  soil  the  passages,  walls,  windows,  or  wainscots  of 
the  building;  nor  do  any  injury  to  the  furniture  of  the  house. 

The  men  shall  not  go  into  the  women’s  wards  or  walks;  nor  the  women, 
into  those  of  the  men. 

Patients  who  are  convalescent,  shall,  if  desired,  assist  in  taking  care  of 
those  patients  whose  weakness  is  greater  than  their  own,  in  cleaning  the 
wards,  mending  or  making  the  linen  for  the  house;  or  in  such  employment  as 
the  Matron  or  Sister  of  their  ward  may  think  proper. 

Patients  refusing  to  take  the  medicines  prescribed  by  the  Physicians,  or  to 
submit  to  such  mode  of  relief  as,  in  the  judgments  of  the  Physicians,  their 
case  may  require,  shall  be  discharged. 

Patients  shall  not  receive  from  their  friends  or  others,  provisions,  nor  spir¬ 
ituous  or  other  liquors,  unless  by  permission  of  the  attending  Physicians. 

Patients  are  not  to  offer,  nor  promise  any  money,  or  other  bribe,  to  any  of 
the  nurses  or  servants,  with  a  view  of  gaming  particular  attention,  or  for  any 
other  object  whatever. 

They  shall  not  give,  or  exchange,  or  carry  away  any  provisions  which  have 
been  served  out  to  them. 
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Smoking  shall,  in  no  case,  be  tolerated  in  the  wards  or  rooms  of  the  Insti¬ 
tution. 

They  shall  not  sit  up  after  half-past  eight  in  winter,  nor  after  nine  in  sum¬ 
mer. 

Patients  violating  any  of  these  rules  and  regulations,  shall  be  dismissed. 

CONDITION  OF  THE  WARDS. 

The  wards  are  to  be  kept  clean,  quiet,  and  free  from  noise  of  every  kind ; 
the  atmosphere  is  to  be  kept  pure,  temperate,  and  well  ventilated.  No  loud 
or  boisterous  talking  is  to  be  allowed.  In  the  event  of  any  irritating,  violent, 
or  offensive  language,  or  gross  misconduct  by  a  patient  or  servant,  he  or  she 
is  to  be  discharged. 

No  boxes,  baskets,  or  wooden  packages  are  to  be  brought  into  the  wards; 
and  all  parcels,  whether  containing  linen  or  other  articles,  are  to  be  opened 
in  the  presence  of  the  Matron  or  Sister  of  the  ward. 

To  secure  quietness,  and  the  regular  observance  of  the  hours  of  rest,  so  es¬ 
sential  to  the  comfort  of  the  sick,  no  patient  is  to  be  out  of  bed  after  nine 
o’clock  at  night;  and  the  hour  for  rising,  to  those  who  are  convalescent,  is 
not  to  be  later  than  seven  in  the  morning. 

No  fires  in  the  wards,  excepting  such  as  are  required  all  night,  are  to  be 
kept  up  after  nine  o’clock. 

Fires  in  other  parts  of  the  Infirmary  are  not  to  be  kept  up  after  ten  o’clock 
at  night. 

PRAYERS  AND  RELIGIOUS  DUTIES. 

Morning  and  evening  prayers,  together  with  the  reading  of  the  Scriptures, 
shall,  if  possible,  be  daily  held  in  each  ward. 

Divine  Service  is  to  be  performed  at  suitable  times  to  the  patients  and  do¬ 
mestics.  at  which  all  the  resident  official  persons  of  the  establishment  are  like¬ 
wise  to  be  present. 

DIET  FOR  PATIENTS. 

The  diet  for  the  patients  is  to  be  plain  and  simple,  and  is  to  consist  of  the 
best  articles  of  their  kind,  more  especially  of  meat,  bread  and  potatoes.  The 
joints  of  meat  are  to  be  boiled,  that  the  broth  may  be  available  as  nutritious 
food. 

No  patient  is  to  be  allowed  to  infringe  the  rules  of  diet  recommended  by  ' 
the  medical  officers;  nor  is  any  visitor,  nurse,  or  other  person,  to  procure  for 
the  patients  any  articles  of  food  or  refreshment,  without  the  permission  of  the 
Sister  of  the  ward,  who  is  first  to  obtain  the  sanction  of  the  medical  officer, 
under  whose  care  the  patients  are  placed. 

MEDICINES. 

The  medicines  and  remedies  of  this  Charity  are  to  be  carefully  expended, 
and  any  waste  of  them  is  to  be  cautiously  avoided. 

A  list  of  such  medical  preparations  as  are  prescribed  by  the  medical  offi¬ 
cers,  is  to  be  made  by  the  Dispenser,  which  is  to  be  retained  for  his  guidance 
in  preparing  such  as  may  be  required. 

The  Dispenser,  in  whose  care  the  medicines  are  placed,  is  to  issue  them 
only  upon  the  order  of  the  attending  Physician. 
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VISITORS.

The  days  of  visiting  are  Tuesdays  and  Fridays,  between  the  hours  of  10, 
A.  M.  and  4,  P.  M.  Exceptions  to  this  rule  are  made  in  favor  of  strangers 
and  persons  whose  friends  are  dangerously  ill. 

No  visits  are  allowed  on  the  Lord’s  day,  except  in  cases  of  extreme  illness, 
the  necessity  of  a  day  of  rest  and  quiet  for  the  nurses,  being  a  sufficient  rea¬ 
son  for  this  rule. 

Visitors  are  requested  not  to  protract  their  visits  to  an  unnecessary  length, 
as  the  patients  are  often  seriously  injured,  instead  of  being  benefited  thereby. 

All  refreshments,  packages  of  linen,  &c.  intended  for  the  patients,  must 
be  given  over  to  the  Matron  or  Sister  of  the  ward,  on  entering  the  house.
